New York.—A few months ago the 
world was startled by the announce­ 
ment that Professor Nagaoka in J a ­ 
pan and Professor Mlethe in Germany 
had succeeded in making gold out of 
mercury. 
Tile process was not yet of 
commercial value, but still the trans­ 
mutation of the elements so ardently 
sought by the ancient alchemists had 
been effected. 
Now comes the asser­ 
tion that some alchemists of tile old 
school in France have succeeded in 
doing tile same thing, but this time it 
is real alchemy. 
The French have scorned all modem 
methods, and do not employ electric 
discharges or high 
tension 
currents.

ago. This is a decrease of 14 per cent, 
and is exclusive of 2,225 former em­ 
ployees transferred from the patent of­ 
fice and the bureau of mines to the De­ 
partment of Commerce.

reduction was brought 
about 
largely by release of emergency em­ 
ployees provided by congress, but found 
to be unnecessary and by leaving va­ 
cancies, as they occurred, unfilled. This 
made it possible to make promotions 
to fill vacancies in the upper grades, 
leaving those in th# lower positions un­ 
filled. 
The result has been improved serv­ 
ice, it is said, through retaining the 
more experienced help and a stimulus 
through recognition of efficiency. 
Of department employees at this 
time, 12,234 are in regular positions, 
and 4,000 are temporary or seasonal.
